GW STUDY URGES GOVERNMENT CHANGES 

IN TECHNOLOGY TRANSFER POLICIES 

"The increased flow of technology from government 
laboratories to industry is key to enhancing U.S. competitiveness 
in global markets," says Joseph W. Lee, an associate of The 
George Washington University Engineering Management Department's 
Research Development Office. Yet, Lee notes a curious "inability 
of U.S. companies to quickly transform scientific or technical 
discoveries into high-quality products." 

Lee, a technology and management consultant with over 20 
years experience in leading aerospace and high technology 
companies, has recently released the results of a survey 
sponsored by GW on government technology transfer policies culled 
from questionaires submitted to over 250 Technology Transfer 
Society members. The survey measured perceptions about issues 
impacting the technology transfer process, and included a 
crosssection of Society members from government, industry, 
academia, and the legal and consulting professions. 

The findings from Lee's report paint a bleak picture of

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current procedures. The report notes a "dismal progress in 
technology transfer," a condition attributed to a "lack of 
government commitment and little or no industry interest." 

According to Congressional reports, said Lee, federal 
laboratories employ one-sixth of the country's scientists — 
roughly 185,000 — and spend close to $20 billion annually. Yet 
these same laboratories have produced less than 5% of the 30,000 
patents licensed for commercial use in the private sector. 

The report further calls for the U.S. government to provide 
more effective promotional programs in an effort to reduce 
impediments to the transfer of technology from government to 
industry. 

The report's recommendations conclude that technology 
transfer from government laboratories to industry will require 
"technology management expertise, effective leadership and the 
commitment of government and industry executives." It also 
notes that industry, for its part, needs to develop a more 
positive attitude to those technologies developed outside the 
U.S. 

Among Lee's recommendations are development of a government 
"outreach and marketing program" to promote "commercially 
applicable technology," development of a system to increase the 
flow of technology, promotion of cooperative research between 
government and industry laboratories, and increased government 
incentives for technology development.

ABOLISHING IRAQ'S STATE SUPPORT OF TERRORISM MUST BE 

"CENTRAL ELEMENT" IN U.S. PERSIAN GULF POLICY 

As a guest columnist in the Feb. 1991 issue of "Moment" 
magazine, terrorism expert Yonah Alexander declares that the 
United States and its allies must make the abolition of Iraq's 
terrorist threat a "central element" to peace in the Persian 
Gulf because a Middle East war will only make Hussein more likely 
to use terrorism as a battle strategy. 

In fact, Alexander states in the article that the United 
States should insist on the "dismantling of Iraq's entire 
terrorist infrastructure" —including its chemical, biological 
and nuclear capabilities. 

Alexander, a noted authority on international relations and 
psychological warfare with 44 books to his credit, is a research 
professor at The George Washington University's Elliott School of 
International Affairs. He recently returned from a two-week 
visit to the Middle East where he advised various government 
officials on terrorism in the region. 

Calling Iraq a "major center of Arab and non-Arab terrorist 
groups," Alexander says Saddam Hussein gives terrorists monetary 
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and military aid, maintains their training camps, supplies 
terrorists with passports and forged papers and provides needed 
sanctuary. Iraqi embassies around the world, he also notes, are 
regularly used as storehouse for weapons and havens for terrorist 
operations. 

"Iraq has the capability to launch bombings, assassinations 
attempts and commit sabotage," writes Alexander. "If a military 
confrontation erupts, Saddam might raise the terrorist ante to an 
unconventional level." 

In additon to the dismantling of Iraq’s terrorist 
infrastructure, the United States should implement the various 
counter-terrorist recommendations resulting from several 
governmental reports such as the Vice-President’s Task Force on 
Terrorism and the President's Report on Aviation Security. 

"A high-priority, coherent and bipartisan U.S. strategy, 
coupled with the support of like-minded nations, will be required

"WHEN IN ROME" AND THE CASE OF TRANSNATIONAL DISCRIMINATION 

Next Wednesday, Jan. 16, the Supreme Court will hear 
arguments in a case that could have a major impact on how 
American companies treat millions of employees in offices 
overseas. 

According to Jonathan Turley, an associate professor of law 
at The George Washington University National Law Center, the 
case, EEOC v. Aramco . will decide whether American companies can 
continue to apply the phrase "When in Rome, do as the Romans 
do," to their employment practices on foreign soil. 

In 1985, Ali Boureslan, an engineer working in Saudi Arabia, 
accused his American employer Aramco of discrimination based on 
his religion and national origin. According to court 
proceedings, Boureslan says Aramco fired him after a pattern of 
discriminatory practices against Boureslan's Moslem faith and 
Lebanese roots. 

Even though the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission 
(EEOC) found discrimination in Boureslan's case, the courts have 
uniformly denied any relief under U.S. laws. Boureslan, an 
American citizen, did not have a case according to U.S. courts

How can American companies, 
which commonly invoke uA laws 
such as antitrust and securities 
regulations to protect themselves 
from American and foreign com¬ 
panies abroad, refuse their Ameri¬ 
can workers employment protec¬ 
tions abroad with total impunity 7 

The reason for this apparent 
double standard can be found in a 
couple of cases handed down more 
than 100 years ago. These cases 
state that as a rule of interpreta¬ 
tion. American courts will not ap¬ 
ply laws beyond thetr borders, or 
"extra tern tonally,” without an ex¬ 
press statement by Congress to do 
so. 

It was this rule against extra¬ 
territoriality that barred Boures¬ 
lan, Bryant and the other Ameri¬ 
can workers from asserting their

There is nothing in Title VTI that 
.says that Americans can discrinu? 
nate against Americans abroad; 
there is 1 no mention of extraterrito¬ 
rial discrimination.

Double standard

Do¬ 
mestic companies also will be hurt 
There are compliance costs and 
other collateral costa for business¬ 
es under Title VTI but since every 
business must pay these costs, no 
individual company is made com-, 
petitively worse off by the statute. 
The costs imposed by Title VU are 
sometimes called a “tax” because 
they apply to all companies with 
more than 15 employees. 

But all companies do not have to 
pay this tax.

The Question now is how long | 
these American workers will re¬ 
main out of sight, out of mind.

Congress quickly stepped in and 
expressly required courts to apply 
the law extra territorially. Ironical¬ 
ly. that amended law was original¬ 
ly based on Title VII, which gov- 
l ems all other forms of discnmina- 
i uon. Congress remains silent in the 
\ face of transnational racial gender 
and religious discrimination. 

In the meantime, the rule 
against extraterritoriality stands 
as a judicially mandated barrier to

Thank you for your January 11 fax. I received just as I was coming 
off a red-eye from sunny Southern California to a snowy Washington; 
the need to think about the summer (even in Moscow) was 
therapeutic. No, I have never received a satisfying answer to the 
October foulup in Moscow and have decided to attribute it to poor 

_ communication overall. At any rate, my schedule for this summer 

wouldn't allow me to spend 21 days or more at ISU, wherever it 
would be held. So let's stick to the plan of my coming as a 
visiting lecturer for a period long enough to get to know this 
year's set of students and to retain my sense of engagement with 
the enterprise, and hope that I can spend a longer period in Japan 
in 1992. 

After looking at the schedule attached to the fax, it seems to me 
best to be in Moscow from June 24- July 2. I will send a copy of 
this letter to ISU Headquarters so that they have the dates for 
visa purposes. Giving core lecture 5.01 and participating in core 
lecture 5.02 on the dates indicated sounds fine. I don't know what 
to tell you about the station partnership talk. Last year, 
remember, I did not give it in any plenary forum. I certainly could 
make it the focus of a presentation during the July 1 workshop 
period.

Background: The Superconducting Super Collider is slated to be 

the premier high energy physics laboratory in the world as well 
as a resource for science education. Schwitters will discuss the 
lab's scientific goals, and the technical progress of the 
megalithic project with special attention to the development of 
magnets and the beginning of the SSC's construction. 

Schwitters is professor of physics at the University of 
Texas at Austin. In addition, he is currently leading a team of 
scientists and engineers in designing and building the SSC 
particle accelerator and detector facilities as well as 
developing its related high energy physics laboratory. 

Formerly a professor of physics at Harvard University, he 
brings to the laboratory more than 20 years of experience in high 
energy physics. Among his scientific achievements was his 
leading role in the 1974 discovery of the "J/psi" particle, 
yielding fundamental insight into the quark picture of the 
structure of subnuclear particles.

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From 1980 to his appointment at the laboratory, Schwitters 
was program co-spokesman and head of construction for the three- 
story high, 4,500-ton collider detector at Fermilab in Batavia, 
Illinois, home of the world's highest energy accelerator, the 
Tevatron. The detector was developed for one of the most 
comprehensive and complex series of experiments in high energy 
physics history. 

He has chaired or participated in the work of a wide range 
of government and academic panels and committees primarily 
associated with high energy physics. Schwitters is a fellow of 
the American Academy of Arts and Sciences, a recipient of the 
Alan T. Waterman Award of the National Science Foundation, and a 
fellow of the American Physical Society and the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science.

WORLD TOURISM. TERRORIST THREATS AND THE PERSIAN GULF CRISIS 

The crisis in the Persian Gulf is having a major impact on 
world tourism. According to Sheryl Spivak, professor of tourism 
and director of The George Washington University's Tourism Policy 
Forum, the Persian Gulf crisis and the threat of terrorist 
attacks is a serious concern for tourists and tourism officials 
alike. 

"As the recent past has illustrated," says Spivak, 

"terrorist strikes are frequently directed at the traveling 
public." And when tourists avoid terrorism-prone countries, 
economies suffer, she added. 

In 1985 and 1986, terrorist acts targeted against tourists 
had "severe economic consequences" for many nations who depend on 
tourism dollars, noted Spivak. Such countries included Greece, 
Israel, Turkey and many European nations. Egypt, for example, 
lost 75 percent of its tourism trade during those two years due 
to the fear of terrorit attacks. 

"The increased number of terrorist incidents in the 1980s 
directed at tourists, though, did not effect the over-all world 
growth of travel," says Spivak, "but, rather, proved to be a

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powerful agent in redirecting tourism flows." Terrorist 
incidents in certain areas of the world resulted in tourism gains 
for "safe" countries such as Canada, Australia, the Caribbean, 
the United States and parts of Asia. With a few exceptions, 
international tourism has grown an average rate of 4 percent 
each year for the past 40 years. 

The Persian Gulf crisis may change that according to Spivak. 
"The Gulf crisis presents a situation where two factors - the 
perceived fear of wide-scale world terrorism and fuel price 
increases and shortages - together may have the simultaneous 
effect of immobilizing world travel," warns Sprivak. "Since 
tourism is the world's largest industry, representing $2.3 
billion spending in 1990, the global economic consequences of the 
Gulf crisis is becoming the overwhelming issue."

GW INITIATES INTERACTIVE MULTIMEDIA PROGRAM 

Recent developments in the computing fields have made it 
possible to store and display video sequences using inexpensive 
personal computers. As a result, graphics, motion, sound and 
photography can all be combined in a single medium — interactive 
multimedia. 

The George Washington University has begun a program of 
graduate level courses, colloquia and workshops on interactive 
multimedia geared to explore the various facets of this 
relatively new technology and its educational and commercial 
applications. 

"Interactive multimedia is going to be very important in 
terms of teaching and research in higher education," says Greg 
Kearsley, the program's coordinator. "The push now is to get all 
staff involved in using it." Kearsley is professor of education 
in the GW educational technology leadership program. 

The purpose of the program, according to Kearsley, is to 
bring together interested University faculty and staff, experts 
from other institutions and organizations involved in interactive

multimedia theory, design, research and production. 

The program's first two interdisciplinary courses are being 
offered in the Spring 1991 semester to graduate level students. 
The courses provide an overview of issues in the emerging field 
and "hands-on" design and development exercises with different 
systems and applications. Major uses of this technology include 
information storage, education, entertainment, museum exhibits 
and customer service. 

Other aspects of the program include a colloquium series — 
co-sponsored by the Consortium of Universities of the Washington 
Metropolitan Area and the Smithsonian Institution — featuring 
nationally known leaders from the interactive multimedia field 
and various workshops. GW also has scheduled a May 1991 
teleconference on the subject offered through the National 
University Teleconferencing Network (NUTN).

"If the war is short, we will see the price of oil drop by early 
spring, aiding the United States in getting out of the 
recession.

An expert on women's history and women in the military, DePauw 
believes there will be pressure to include women in the draft 
because of laws calling for equality in the workplace. However, 
she says, feminist groups will not push the draft because they 
historically have an anti-war stance and because of the absence 
of an Equal Rights Amendment. 

Founder of the MINERVA Center, a research center on women in the 
military, DePauw is the author of several books including 
"Founding Mothers: Women of America in the Revolutionary Era" 
and "Seafaring Women." She is currently writing a book, 
"Warriors, Women and Victims," on women in war.

The newer gases are persistent — not volatile — and 
could make a great impact on the battlefield or in a populated 
area such as Israel." 

Nicolae Filipescu, also a physician, has served as a consultant 
to both NASA and Lockheed Electronics and won the 1971 Hillebrand

papers in organic and physical chemistry.

"The new secret weapon Saddam Hussein announced might not be a

Iraqi scientists could probably weaponize 
within a few months of the moment Hussein gives the go-ahead. We 
do not know when — or if — that order will be given, but we 
ought not to discount the possibility that it was issued last 
summer." 

Reconnaissance 

"Soviet civilian satellite pictures taken of Kuwait in mid- 
September showed no trace of an Iraqi military build-up; those 
pictures could see objects as small as 10 or 12 feet across. 

More recent pictures taken in January cannot see objects smaller 
than about 100 feet across, but they reveal enormous 
fortifications in Kuwait. Did we miss a platinum opportunity to 
free Kuwait by waiting so long?"

SCULPTURES AND PRINT WORKS 

Thirteen sculptures of early samurai warriors in their 
aesthetic armaments by artist and GW associate professor of 
sculpture H.I. Gates will be showcased in an upcoming exhibit at 
The George Washington University's Dimock Gallery. The exhibit, 
which focuses on the assemblage process of Gates's sculpture, 
will run from February 7 through March 26.

A synchronized slide presentation on the subject of 
artistic aspects of Japanese armour design will be shown in 
conjunction with the display. "The techniques of manufacture, 
the aesthetics and the history of Japanese armament will be 
linked to the artist's conception in the presentation," notes 
Miller. Some original examples of historical Japanese armour 
from his own collection also will be on exhibit. 

Gates' samurai inspired sculpture will be accompanied by a 
fully-illustrated catalogue featuring an essay by Miller. The 
catalogue was printed with support from the University 
Facilitating Fund of The George Washington University. 

Concurrently, works on paper by Fuller Griffith will be 
featured in this faculty show. Griffith acquired extensive 
knowledge of the fields of printmaking history and rare prints as 
associate curator of graphic arts at the Smithsonian Institution.

PRODUCTIVITY: A NEW HIGHER EDUCATION ETHIC 

A new ethic is blossoming out of a complete collapse of old 
axioms and assumptions in higher education, Stephen Joel 
Trachtenberg told his audience at the ServiceMaster Award for 
Excellence Program today (Jan. 25). The new ethic is a higher 
standard of productivity. 

In his address, the president of The George Washington 
University, stressed that the international economic uncertainty 
of the 1990s and America's urgent need for increased industrial 
competitiveness have challenged colleges and universities to 
improve their own productivity in order to survive. He explained 
that "conversion to a new ethic in education has grown out of a 
complete collapse of previous assumptions resulting from external 
pressures generated by our newly-globalized economy." 

He pointed out that in years past higher education has been 
effectively immune from the benefits of competition that the 
private sector took for granted. With the onset of the 1990s, a 
higher education "industry" is taking hold — increasing

efficiencies and streamlining services in order to compete for 
students, faculty and support. 

"Too often, the service sector of the national economy, and 
especially its non-profit organizations, have been regarded as 
appropriate shelters for those lacking in entrepreneurial energy 
or a desire to do any real self-improvement. 

"Lower pay-scales in this sector have helped to reconcile us 
— to in effect blind us — to much lower levels of performance. 
And that's the age that has now definitively come to an end," he 
said. 

He expressed optimism for the future, noting that there is 
pleasure in learning, and humans typically respond well to tough 
challenges. 

"At The George Washington University," Trachtenberg said, 
"and hopefully at more and more other schools of higher 
education, staying open to learning, and to the need for change 
and further development on a lifelong basis, is what we both 
preach and strive to practice."

POTENTIAL HEALTH PROBLEMS IN THE GULF 


Charles T. Stewart, Jr., professor of economics

"Large numbers of refugees left Kuwait and smaller numbers 
left Iraq for Saudi Arabia and Jordan last August. Serious 
problems of health and nutrition in Jordan were relieved 
eventually by resettlement and repatriation. Now we see the 
beginning of another flood of foreign refugees from Iraq and 
Kuwait mainly to Jordan. Some of them will be wounded, burned, 
ailing; some may be suffering from malnutrition. Some may be 
stranded short of their destination. There will be a danger of 
epidemics as they are crowded in camps. 

"Another problem could be created by the surrender of large 
numbers of Iraqi troops, creating a need for shelter, food, and 
medical care near the Kuwait-Saudi Arabia border. Some of these 
will be wounded or need various kinds of medical care. There 
will be a public health problem in POW facilities." 

Stewart believes these issues are ones which will need to be 
addressed as the war runs its course. He is an expert on 
regional and urban economic development as well as human resource 
issues pertaining to health, education and technological change. 
Author of numerous books and articles on health and economic 
issues, he also has served as consultant to the National Science 
Foundation, the National Bureau of Standards and the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration.

Etzioni favors the draft for social justice purposes. "If 
the draft is reinstated, America must be sure that the children 
of the elite are exposed to the same risks as the rest of 
society."

"The Responsive Community: Rights and Responsibilities." The 
journal was launched to debate issues of individual rights 
versus community obligations. 


WAR AND TRAUMA/VIETNAM AND THE PERSIAN GULF

"Society as a whole is still suffering from delayed trauma 
reactions to the Vietnam War. What the Persian Gulf War is 
showing is that, as a nation, we have not completely worked out 
our feelings about Vietnam. Post-Traumatic Stress Disorder is 
the conflict between the ideal self and the real self. This 
'self' could be an individual or it could be an entire nation. 

"Like Vietnam, although even more so because of the 24-hour 
news reports, the Persian Gulf war has been brought right into 
our living rooms. It's like throwing the lid off repressed fears 
and anxieties about other traumatic events in our lives." 

In addition to his teaching duties at GW, Niles is director 
of the Trauma Recovery and Counseling Center of Greater 
Washington and chair of the Post-traumatic Stress Reaction 
Network of the American Mental Health Counselors Association 
(AMHCA). Two years ago, he conducted a study of 244 active duty 
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Army colonels and lieutenant colonels at the Pentagon who had 
fought in Vietnam. The study examined the relationship between 
combat experience, Post-traumatic Stress Disorder (PTSD) and 
alcohol abuse. Niles also directs nationwide mental health 
workshops on the effects of PTSD on veterans, their families and 
other victims of trauma. 


CHILDREN'S REACTION TO THE WAR

"Children who have been watching TV news and special reports 
about the war with Iraq during the last week are probably 
experiencing a variety of emotions, including fear, confusion, 
apprehension and anxiety. 

"Because children cannot always articulate their fears and 
concerns, it is important for parents and other caregivers to be 
aware of what children are watching on television and to be 
sensitive to children's cognitive and emotional reactions to what 
they see and hear." 

Durham is an expert on special education and mass 
communication and has dealt extensively with children's issues. 
She has written numerous articles and papers on television- 
related topics including international behavioral models, 
pro-social behavior and children's perceptions of television 
messages.
